New Delhi, the 29th April 1967 

S.O. 1551.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 21 of the Presidential 
and Vice-Presidential Elections Act, 1952 (31 of 1952), the Centra] Government, after 
consulting the Election Commission, makes the following rules further to amend 
the Presidential and Vice-Presidential Elections Rules, 1952, namely 

1. These rules may be called the Presidential and Vice-Presidential Elections 
(Amendment) Rules, 1967. 

2, Amendment of rule 19.—In the Presidential and Vice-Presidential Elections 
Rules, 1952, after sub-rule (3) the following sub-rule shall be Inserted, namely: — 

“(4)(a) If owing to blindness or other physical Infirmity, an elector Is unable 
to read the ballot paper or make a mark thereon the presiding officer 
shall record the vote on the ballot paper in accordance with the wishes 
of the elector; 

(b) the elector shall then himself or with the assistance of the presiding 

officer fold up the ballot paper so as to conceal his vote and insert It 
into the ballot box; and 

(c) while acting under this sub-rule, the presiding officer shall, observe as 

much secrecy as Is feasible and shall keep a brief record of each such 
instance but shall not indicate therein the manner in which any vote 
has been cast,”
